REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. As discussed 
extensively in the Interview held on 7/30/03 and in the amendment filed 8/9/03, the claims are 
directed to a ground plane on the "head arms" of the actuator arm, not to the load beams (or 
flexures) per se, as known in the prior art. This feature, as set forth in the claims, is not taught or 
reasonably suggested by the prior art of record, as discussed during prosecution. 
Additionally, for clarification, claim 15 includes all of the limitations of claim 14.
